exhibition has come and gone and it is the 
verdict of all who saw the show that it 
was far superior to anything of the kind 
ever before presented in (his part of the 
country. In fact, there was never any- 
thing like it here before. Circus propri- 
etors have occasionally introduced a faint 
imitation of this work, but in the wild 
west business Buffalo Bill, its originator, 
stands pre-eminent and without a rival.

The street parade at 10 o'clock Thurs- 


day was an interesting and 
imposing 


spectacle and was witnesseii by many 
thousands of people, many being from 
other towns. The streets through which 
the line moved were fairly gorged with 
humanity and all realized that such a 
display as was made in the street guar- 
anteed a genuine performance on the 
grounds. The-horses were in good condi- 
tion and the different bodies of mounted 
men rode gracefully and made a moving, 
changing and extremely interesting pic- 
ture as the column passed slowly by to the 
stirring music of the numerous bands.

There is wonderful 
shooting, riding, tumbling, horse races, 
etc., one act following another in such 
rapid succession as to keep the interest of 
the audience j|£> to the highest pitch.

literally 
composed of steel 
springs 


and India rubber, and it would be impos- 
sible to accurately describe the feats they 
performed. These men also performed 
come remarkable feats of strength. They 
climbed upon each other and formed pyr- 
amids, etc., and in one of these feats eight 
men were supported by one, the head of 
the topmost being a rod or more from the 
ground. 


But the most thrilling part of this mar- 


velous exhibition is the diring riding done 
by the cowboys, Indians, Arabians, Rus- 
sian Cossacks and Mexicans. All of these 
men were genuine types of their kind and 
did not have to depend upon buckskin 
suits and broad-brimmed hats for effect, 
although they did not lack appropriate 
costumes. A thrilling exhibition of horse- 
manship was given by the Russian Cos- 
sacks, though all the riding was daring 
in the extreme. 
The breaking of wild 


bronchos by cowboys was very exciting 
and laughable! and gave a great majority 
of those present their first view of this 
feature of life on the plains. 
The ponies 


were very wild, but in most cases the 
cowboys were too much for them. Those 
who had read about "bucking" here had 
a chance to see what it really is. 
This 


part of the program made a great deal ot 
sport. One pony partly fell and threw 
his rider far over his head. 


There was hurdle and other racing, and 


the bareback riding by four Indian boys 
was something not to be forgotton. 
Va- 


riety was given by Indian attacks on set- 
tler's cabins and the Deadwood stage 
coach, which, it is claimed, is actually the 
coach that formerly ran between Cheyene 
and Deadwood. 
The vehicle certainly 


looked old and weather-beaten enough to 
verify the claim. 


In the evening the grounds were bril- 


liantly lighted by electricity, an electric 
plant being carried with the show. A 
powerful search light was in use, which 
enabled all to see as distinctly as by day, 
and when the light was 
occasionally 


turned upward it flashed to a great dis- 
tance and resembled northern lights. By 
this powerful light rifle shooting was as 
easy as by day, and the exhibition of glass 
ball breaking by Col. Cody, who did his 
work in the saddle with his horse on the 
run, and by Misa Annie Oakley and John- 
nie Baker, were truly marvelous. 
Mr. 


Baker did some of his shooting while 
standing on his head, his feet being sup- 
ported by an assistant, and very few were 
the balls that any of these marksmen 
missed. 


It would be impossible in the space at 


disposal to give anything like a complete 
account of this, the most remarkablle ex- 
hibition of its kind in the world. It gave 
the utmost satisfaction to two of the 
largest audiences ever assembled in north- 
ern Berkshire and will be talked about for 
many days to come. There was the usual 
number of side shows and the whole com- 
bination made a great attraction day and 
evening for the small boy and his thought- 
ful and considerate father, who would 
not, of course, allow him to go alone. 
There was not a single feature of the ex- 
hibition that was in the least degree ob- 
jectionable or that did not come fully up 
to, and even surpass, the expectations of 
all who saw it.

peared a statement from O. A. Archer to 
the effect that Mr. McGurk was in posses- 
sion of a letter written by him (Mr.

I greatly regret that any dissatisfaction should 


arise from the distribution of the honors, as it is 
the first caseof the kind that has co.ne to my nc- 
tice during the twenty-five years of my service on 
the school committee. I can easily enter into 
your feelings after you had been notified that 
j-ou were to have tirst honor, but your position as 
ayoung man and ascholar is not at all affected by 
the change brought about, as it appears to have 
been by tus careful consideration of six persons 
of mature age. none of whom had the slightest 
interest in t^e case beyond a strong desire to be 
fair and just. 


Personally I should have been greatly pleased 


to have had our figures bear out Mr. SpauJding's 
decision.

This letter at last explains how the let- 


ters "A," "B" and "C" were given numer- 
ical values so that the standing might be 
gotten from the records of the school 
work done. And io furthermore makes 
plain that this system of marking, as a 
record, is a very hard one from which to 
make a decision as to relative rank «hen 
the competition is close, and the com- 
mittee had to make choice of some way 
in which to give a definite value to the in- 
definite "A," "B" and "C" marks. The 
committee, as Mr. Archer avers, took 
what they believed to be the fairest way of 
arriving at this necessary result. 


Since the publication of the school 


committee's 
statement in yesterday's 


TRANSCRIPT there has been every kind of 
comment 
made. 
Some say "weak," 


others denounce it as "whitewash," while 
others express the opinion that it is a 
calm statement of the causes that have 
vexed and irritated the committee to the 
point of dismissing Mr. Spaulding. 


It is true to say that as a whole the com- 


munity does not accept the statement as 
showing sufficient cause for the summary 
dismissal of Mr. Spaulding. It is said by 
many that the committee bas scraped and 
raked petty things of too little significance 
to be worthy the committee's notice. On 
the other hand, the committee take the 
position that it is a constant recurrence of 
these small annoyances, as charged upon 
Mr. Spaulding, and not any signal act of 
impropriety that led them to take the 
coutse that was taken.

The committee announces that if an in- 
vestigation can be instituted they shall 
not at all shrink from it, but be glad to 
make public their whole

So the matter now stands. 
Mr. Couch's arrival home does not alter

The state inspector of factories and public 
buildings has for some time thought it 
necessary to have another stairway lead- 
ing to the upper stories, and this is now 
to be provided. A brick tower is to be 
erected on the front of the factory, cmd in j 
thi" tower r.5!! be a spiral stairway ex- 
tending as far as the upper floor. T-his 
will not only lend additional safety incase 
of fire, but wi 11 afford a convenient means 
of ingress and egress to many of the em- 
ployes. Worl; has been begun and will 
be pushed to completion at an early date. 


To decrease the fire risk the company is 


to build a storehouse on the rear part of 
the lot for tht storage of raw materials 
and the manufactured product. 
This 


building will lie o/ brick, 125 by forty feet 
and one story liig. , with cellar. Work on 
this building wi'' oegir. .iexi week. 


But improvements to its plant are not 


the only ones to be made by the Sampson 
company. 
For a long time the shoes 


manufactured by this concern, as well as 
by the other North Adams shoe manu- 
facturers, have had an excellent reputa- 
tion as honest, solid and reliable goods, 
but, as a rule, nothing that could be called 
a very nice shoe nas been produced in 
this town. And the Sampson company is 
not going into the manufacture of fancy 
shoes, but will greatly improve the 
quality of its product by introducing the 
Goodyear welt system, being the first 
company in North Adams to do this. By 
this system what is known to the trade as 
a "hand-sewed shoe" is produced and the 
superior quality of thes shoes is admitted 
everywhere. Mr. Chase, the president of 
the company, has been contemplating 
this innovation for some time and the 
change will soon be brought into effect. 
Mr. Chase says the tendency in all quar- 
ters is toward u higher grade of foot wear 
and he feels th:it the proper thing to do is 
to fall into line and keep up with the 
procession.

After the selection of 


G. O. Matthews as secretary, a committee 
on resolution;* was appointed, and a dele- 
gate from each of the states represented 
was appointed without debate. 


Secretary of the Treasury Carlisle wa-< 


then introduced by Chairman Catchings, 
and as the Kcntnckian stepped to the front 
of the stage the audience aro>e to its feet 
and cheered entlHi.sia^ticallv for several 
minuter. After quiet had been restored, 
the secretary spoke substantially a.s fol- 
lows :

A fter reviewing the ratios of eoi na^y and 


tho amounts of sold, and silver in u^eas 
circulating medium, the secretary said: 


1 confess my inability to understand what ii 


really meant by a doublu standard of money 
value; the idea is incomprehensible in my 
mind, because I cannot conceive how it is pos- 
sible to have two different legal and authori 
tative measures of the same thing in use ut tin* 
same time, as, for instance, a pound weigh in,, 
10 ounce-, or a pound weighing 8 otinee>, or 
only half as much, and both declared by law 
to be legal. 


Reviewing the fact that values will al- 


ways ]*.» measured by the kind of money 
in actual circulation, JMr. Carlisle staled 
the proposition Iwfore the people as Ix'ing 
that without co-operation of other tiatio-i., 
we should declare that all silver should he 
made into coin at the ratio of Hi pounds of 
silver to equal the value of one pound of 
gold. Continuing, he said; 


We, us people, shall be compelled to re- 


ceive these coins in payment of debt-, to us 
dollar for dollar, biit when we pay debts, tit 
other nations we mu->t use gold. I "think we 
are fully justified in concluding that u' the 
United States alone should adopt the policy of 
unliiiiited silver coinage at 1U to I, it would b • 
ait overvaluation of that metal 10J per cent. 


Speaking of the act ot July 14, 1SUO, jiud 


the repeat of the purchasing elau.sc in Xo- 
vember, l8iW, the secretary said: 


The establishment of a .silver standard could 


not possibly affect the price of cotton or wheat 
abroad, whatever its effect might be upon the 
nominal price, in this country. Farmers and 
producers do not sell their wheat or cotton

chune.es not only on the tall of tin- pried ot tin- 
produce abroad, btit on tin- n-.t- in the price of 
silver between the time of their purchase und 
the. tune \vh4ii they receive the proceeds of their 
sale. It is impossible to estimate the amount 
of loss this would inflict upon American pro 
ducers of exportable products, but it would b, 
great, as the value of such exports is now $87u, 
000,000 per aimmu. 


A long and exhaustive review of the rel- 


ative values of labor and the purchasing 
power of it.s wage, was taken up by the 
secretary, following which he said: 


I attach very little- importance to the per 


capita argument, because the amount of cur- 
rency required in a country depends mainly 
upon the volume of business transacted. Onu 
of tlie mo.st ytt'eetivc arguments male by the 
advocate-, of tree coinage is that the people are 
in debt. This argument concedes that undei 
the proposed .system of free coinage at 16 to 1 
all the various kinds of currency in us,1 by th« 
people, including the silver dollar itself, 
would be worth les^ than it is now; for, ot 
course, money would be 


Xo Cheaper Than It Is Now. 


To assert that tho people are in debt is In 


simply say that they have traded with each 
other on credit. If it is a crime to lend more} 
to a man who u ants to borrow it, let the per 
petrator.s bo properly punished, but let us not 
involve the whole (\mntry in disaster, and un 
luolate the innocent und guilty alike in ordet 
to punish the real offenders. Th" laboring 
people it* u rule owe very little at any on' 
time, while their empl »yers are always in- 
debted to them, beciuisf of wages not paid HI 
advance; and besi le-. th"y have many of them 
deposits in saving-, banks, trust conuame*., 
building a-soc-iatioiis, life insurance companies 
and banks. 


In all f her.-are abmt ^l.COJ.OJj people, yon 


erally poor, who have given credit to those 
great corporations, and in my opinion it would 
be a grievous wron« to adopt any policy which 
would deprive tht m ot the loyal right tudt- 
maud and receive ju>t as good money as they 
parted with wli'ii they made the deposits in 
banks, or paid premiums on insurance policies. 


A great government should do nothing to 


discredit its obligations or to diminish the 
value of Hi" money m the hands of its citizens, 
interrupt the course of their business or do 
•troy the foundations upon which their com 
inercial systems have been constructocl. We 
are all Americans,, citizens of th" same great 
republic. 
There can be no antagonistic in 


terest, no pro-p *rity in one section at the ex 
pense of anotner, but we must stand or fall to 
get her.

Judge I". M. Rose, chairman of the reso-

be essential to the prosperity of the whole 
country, and to the welfare of the people in all 
the vocations of life, do, through their repre- 
sentative.- in convention assembled in Mem- 
phis, on May £J. 1895, make the following dec- 
laration of their matured convictions: 


1. Believing a uniform and certain standard 


of value necessary to the commercial and in- 
dustrial development and prosperity of onr 
common country, we favor the maintenance 
of all our money, whether gold, silver or oawtr 
on a purity, to the end that each dollar, what- 
ever maybe thu composition, shall have eqxtal 
parobiisingaud d»bt-ptiymg power with every 
other dollar. 


2. Profiting by the experience of Washing- 


ton. Jefferson and Hamilton, and the teachings 
of the great students of monetary science from 
tiie time when John Locke wrote to tlu* dis- 
cussion of the present day, we accept the truth 
of th" principle now universally recogni/ed 
and applied in tiie commercial world, that the 
b.ni'-uillic s'uudard cannot Us maintained 
wmr.'tlw ratio flxel by law for the tree coin- 
age of g.jld and silver does nat correspond 
With the maik*t ratio of the» two metals. We 
are therefore opposed to the free, unlimited 
aud independent coinage of silver at the ratio

J. We would rejoice over the adoption of real 


bimetallism, but in view of the continued fluc- 
tuation in the price of silver in the open market, 
we ivalize that it is impossible for the United 
Stuttf.s independently t:> adopt a bimotallic 
standard, and we deem it uawisa and haz- 
ardous t f the best interests of its people for 
this country to attempt its establishment. 


5. We favor the retention as part of o- • 


money the silver now coired, and in order w 
give u wider field for the use of silver, wv 
favor the coinage of money other than -silver 
certificates below the denomination of $10 
into higher denominations, so as to make our 
entire circulation below the denomination of 
$10, either silver or silver certificates, and tu 
this end the secretary of the treasury should 
be authorized by law to coin from Lime to 
time, as the people may require them, silver 
dollars, until the demand for money below the 
denomination of $10 is at all.times satisfied. 


6. We realize that our national banking sys-

Consents to Employ None But 


Union Hero. 


The Grzai Point Fcr Which The Geneva 


Operatives Are Fighting. 


OLXEVVH.LE, R. I., May 21.-— At yester- 


day's meeting of the executive committee 
of the Textile union a delegate who repre- 
sented the fiouova weavers made tho wel- 
come statement Hint Maurice Ulmnnu, 
the proprietor of the Geneva mills, had 
made a request for a committee of con- 
ference, and that, in accordance with his 
wishes, such » committee would be se- 
Irired. meet Mr. Ulmnnn and later report 
to the Textile union. 


This is not. only important to the 


Geneva mill weavers, but to all the textile 
workers of New England. 
The Geneva 


weavers struck, not for higher wages, but 
for principles. 
They insisted that Mr. 


Ulmann sjiould make his a union mill, 
and because of his refusal they, walked 
out, after he had discharged five union 
men, and, in doing so, retained in his em- 
ploy as many, if not more, non-union 
men. 


Mr. Ulmann offered a quasi-compromise 


early in the strike. He told tho committee 
who waited upon him that he was 


Obliged to Reduce His Force, 


and that he would assent to a plan to drop 
any five Ji~.cn they might elect, union or 
non-union. 


The textile men declined to assent to 


this plan, for it involved the pltuslng of 
names in a hat, and a chance drawing. 
which was liable to work against the 
union men. 


Now Mr. Ulmann has, it claimed, con- 


sented to make it a thoroughly union 
mill. This is a great gain for the strikers, 
but better wages aiv now demanded. 


At present, no disr.rijiilnntion is made 


in the Geneva mills on account of slow 
and fast looms, the slow loom schedule 
being observed, which permils the weav- 
ers on the fast looms run at those mills to 
make 1 cent a yard mure than is given in 
the Olnoyvillo mills-, so that, should no 
further concessions be made, the Geneva 
weavers, by unionizing their mills, would 
be able to report a substantial victory.

BosTOX, May 24. — Governor Grecnhalge 


sent to the seuute his veto of.' the b?ll to pay 
the fanners the full sound value of Uieir 
slaughtered cattle, whether they have 
tuberculosis or not, and to restrict the 
cattle commissioners in the u»e of tubcrcti- 
line.
